A WELL-KNOWN farmer says and ex- 


change, gives his preventive of hog 
cholera as follows: "I never lose any 
hogs by cholera. Some years ago my 
neighbors' hogs were dying all around 
me, and some of them died at my gate 
but not one of mine ever had the dis 
ease. The cause of my hogss'J exemp- 
tion from the dreadful malady was that 
I mixed aoda with their food two or 
three times'a week. Sometimes I gave 
them the soda in slops and at other 
times I wet the corn and rolled it in 
soda and fed it to them.

Convict Labor. 


It will be remembered that John P. 


Altgeld and his lieutenants in the cam- 
paign of 1892 had a great deal to say 
about the contract labor system at the 
penitentiary. Some of the old contracts 
for priaon labor made before the consti- 
tution was amended to prohibit the con 
I tracting of such labor had not expired, 
jat the tine of the campaign of 1892, and 


took advantage of the rituatton 


ume that Gov. Fife, was running 


tu contract 8yetem in defiance of law. 
Altgeld got thousands of labor votes by 
thta deception and was elected governor. 
Everv mechanic in the state of IUmo,s' 
if he believed what Altgeld said, had 
reason to expect that he would be.re- 
lieved from the competition of cheap 
prison labor as soon as he became gov- 
ernor. 
. . 
This, however, has not proven so, but 


on the contrary the prison labor com- 
petition is worse and more degrading 
than it ever was before. Under Altgeld 
the state has purchased the machmery, 
in the penitenturies owned by those who 
contracted the prison labor, and has it- 
self gone into the business of manufac- 
turing in competition with free labor, 
and has put on the road drummers to sell 
its goods. It sells them so cheap that in- 
stead of being in the nature of compe- 
tition with free labor, it simply displacee 
it to the extent of its output. 


This is true as to harness, cigars, 


chairs, brooms 
and 
several 
other 


articles. When remonstrated with, Mr. 
Altgeld and his commissioners do not 
talk as they did in 1892. Their answer 
now is that the convicts must be kept at 
work. Their present plan seems to be 
the best we can expect of them, and if 
labor gets relief it will have to come 
through the Republican party. It seems 
to be the only party that can take hold 
and settle these vexed questions. While 
the contract system was not a party but 
a business question, it made the peni- 
tentiaries more than self-supporting. 
The present system is the Democratic 
system and makes the competion with 
free labor worse than'it ever was and m 
addition to this makes the penitentiaries 
an expense to the people, as they have 
under the new plan ceased to be self- 
supporting by hundreds of thousands of 
dollars annually. 


Something will have to be done to re- 


lieve both labor and capitol engaged in 
the harness, cigar, chair and broom bus- 
iness from this convict competition and 
until something better can be devised 
we would suggest a license system. Let 
the next legislature require every man 
who handles prison made goods to pay a 
license to the state sufficient to make up 
the difference between prison *nd free 
labor. This at least would have the ef- 
fect of relieving the competition of its 
ruinous cheapness, a thing that Oov. 
Altgeld and his penitentiary commis- 
sioners would do. without the force of 
law if they had the interest of labor at 
heart.

When game may be killed in this state: 


Wild turkey in September, October, No- 
vember up to tho 15th day of January. 
Prairie chicken beginning with tho 15th 
of September through October up to tho 
first of Novemboi. 
Quail in October 


and November. Graj und red fox and 
black squirrel in June, July, August, 
September, October, November and up 
to the 15th day of December. Wild 
geese, duck, braudt or other water fowl, 
beginning with tho 13th of September 
through October, November, December, 
January, February and March up to the 
15th of April. And it is unlawful to kill 
or ensnare or attempt to kill or ensnare 
any wild goose, Juck, brandt or other 
water fowl between sunset and sunrise 
of any day; or at any time to hunt, kill, 
trap or ensnare or otherwise destroy any 
wild goose, brandt, duck or other water 
fowl, from any fixed or artificial ambush.

OHE HUBDRED MD SEYEIWITHESSES 


Have Been Heard on the Various Phases 


of the Many-Sided Question—The 


Next Meeting to be Held 


i 
in Washington. 


CHICAGO. Aug. 31.—After a. fourteen 


days' session the National Labor com- 
mission adjourned at 3 o'clock ye&ter- 
day afternoon to reassemble in Wash- 
ington, Wednesday, September 
2fi, 


•when it will, according to Chairman 
Wright's formal announcement, re- 
ceive any communications bearing on 
the settlement of the difficulties that 
come between labor and capital and 
hear any witnesses who may desire to 
testify. 


One hundred and seven witnesses 


have been heard so far, and nearly 81,- 
fiOO expended by the board. Sub- 
poenas have been necessary in only a 
few cases to get persons to testify, 
nine-tenths of the testimony having 
l>een given voluntarily. 


Chairman Wright left for Washing- 


ton yesterday afternoon. John D. Ker- 
nan announced his intention of going 
to his home in Utica, N. Y., last night, 
•while Judge Nicholas E. Worthington, 
the remaining member of the board, 
leaves for his home in Peoria to-day. 


Nothing official has been given out 


Bs to the views which may have been 
•formed by the commission, but it is be- 
lieved that the chief recommendation 
•will be for the creation of a state board 
of arbitration to judge between em- 
ployer and employe. The licensing of 
engineers, conductors and firemen will 
probably also be recommended, and, 
m>re than ail, the cultivation of a 
kindly feeling between wage earners 
and those for whom they labor will be 
advised. It is said Mr. Pullman will 
mot escape censure for the methods in 
TOgue in his town as well as for re- 
jecting all proposals for arbitration, 
and that the General Manager's asso- 
ciation and Chairman St. John will be 
rebuked for not giving the American 
Railway union a hearing when it 
•wished to end the strike. Marshal Ar- 
nold and bis strike deputies are not 
likely to be spared severe criticism. 


If the commission is guided bv the 


testimony alone it cannot help recom- 
mending government ownership of 
railroads wherever possible 
This 


cannot, as the commission realizes. 
however, be proposed as an immediate 
remedy. 
The 
American 
Railway 


union cannot hope to escape unscathed. 
It will in all likelihood be severely 
taken to task for not exercising suffi- 
cient control over its members to pre- 
vent them at all times from resorting 
to violence and intimidation of fellow 
•workmen. 


Charles Stewart Wade, in the legal 


employ of the Hock Island road, but at

the first witness called at the morn-

After- 
wards Mr. Wade was made a captain of 
deputy marshals. As such he and his 
men made numerous arrests of men 
engaged in rioting. Some of these he 
recognized as railroad men. He testi- 
fied that on one occasion a man was ar- 
rested by a deputy marshal for intimi- 
dating a workman within a few yards 
of a policeman, who would not make 
the arrest 
himself. 
Numerous in- 


stances were related of disturbances, in 
come of which nonunion men were 
beaten by the strikers. Names and dates 
•were given. On one man a policeman's 
club and a pair of brass knuckles were 
Jonnd. This man said he kept these 
"to tickle scabs heads with." 


Mr. Wade scored the police force un- 


mercifully and asserted the deputy mar- 
shals he commanded would certainly 
compare favorably with the city police, 
th« worst two on his force being ex- 
jnembers of that force. 


Richard Mooney followed. He was 


present at the meeting'of Eock Island 
employes at Blue Island when a strike 
•was declared on that road. He testi- 
•fied that neither Debs nor Howard ad- 
Tised the men to strike. Both were out 
of the hall when the note was taken. 
Asa reason for striking Mr. Mooney 
eaid: "Well, I struck when the rest 
Struck.

Pullman, and counseled violence he 
admitted he applied an obscene ep thet 
to Mr. Pullman, but said the epithet 
wo* one in common use among railroaa 
men. He also testified he said he 
thought Pullman such a mean man ne 
ought be hanged, but did not mean by 
this to counsel violence, but simply to 
Bhow his contempt for the man s meth- 
ods. 
Mayor Hopkins, the next witness, 


said in answer to a question about the 
conduct of the city police, that so far 
as he know they had done all that was 
required of them. He described his 
visit to the scene of the mob's work on 
the Rock Island tracks in company 
with Corporation Counsel Rubens and 
officers of the road. He observed many 
overturned cars and other signs of dis- 
order. He ordered all the police on 
duty at the crossings where cars were 
overturned suspended. Heread several 
overturne suspene. 
communications from officers of various,

roads commending the police force for 
its work. 
Marvin Hughitt of the 


Northwestern was quoted as saying lie 
had received perfect protection from 
the Chicago authorities. The mayor 
thought that seven persons had either 
been killed outright or had died from 
injuries received during the strike.

have been of an interesting character. 
About a fortnight ago the rebels de- 
stroyed the houses of the government 
supporters at the Talealili.

which is to excrete the perspiration, 
tends, in normal conditions, to lubri- 
cate this horny epidermis, as it is 
called, and to keep it always soft and 
somewhat moist. 


The perspiration is, in the main, com- 


posed of watery and fatty sweat; and 
in determining the suitability of any 
cleansing medium, it is its relation to 
these substances more than anything 
else that we have to study. 


Soap, as we all know, is made by the 


action\)f alkalies, like potash and soda, 
upon fats. There is generally, even in 
the best of soap, a greater or less 
amount of alkali above that required 
to transform the fat into soap. It is 
this free alkali that becomes prejudicial 
to the skin, as it not only acts as an ir- 
ritant, Irat combines with and removes 
the fatty sweat. By its continued ac- 
tion the skin is rendered har.-h and dry. 


We may guard against the danger 


which may attend, in scftne cases at 
least, the free use of soap in either of 
two ways—by limiting ourselves to 
articles made by reputable firms, or by 
using a soap which has an excess of 
fatty matter in its composition, like 
that known as "castle.'1 


Cheap soaps, while they may appear 


all right to the wjnsc of sight and smell, 
are generally perfumed highly to hide 
the presence of free alkali, and their 
is always to be discouraged.—Youth's 
Companion.

Who so keepeth a scrapbook keopeth 


a good thing, and the manner in which 
it is kept is an indication of the pres- 
ence or absence of certain qualities in 
the "keeper," as order, perseverence, 
continuity of purpose and fixedness of 
memory. A scrapbook is, moreover, an 
index of literary taste and feeling, and 
a scrapbook, or a series of scrapbooks 
kept for a number of years, shows how 
that taste may change, broaden and 
rise with reading and the reception of 
new ideas and impressions. Could we 
have all the scrapbooks of one lifetime 
extending from youth to age, we should 
have a literary history of that life. 
Those scrapbooks are most interest- 
ing and valuable which may be classi- 
fied as personal; kept by some one in- 
dividual for personal use and behoof; 
which record the workings of one brain 
and, in a way, the emotions of one 
heart These, preserved, become in 
time histories and autobiographies. 
Next in interest to these private scrap- 
books are those which are kept for a 
purpose; to collect and preserve facts 
in regard to some event in history; 
some historical character, as Washing- 
ton or Napoleon, or better yet, some 
contemporary personage. From these 
the biographer of the future may col- 
lect his choicest material; for be it 
known that newspapers from which 
scrapbooks are generally made are no 
longer the "abstract and brief chroni- 
cles" of tho time, but are extended and 
even diffuse chronicles, telling all 
there is to tell. Anyone who has 
had occasion to write a post-mortem 
sketch of any modern statesman has 
found his facts stated at length, not in 
books, but in newspapers. And yet 
newspapers are evanescent and perish- 
able. Out of the one hundred thou- 
sand copies a newspaper issued on a 
certain day, it is quite possible that 
every copy may have disappeared in a 
few days, except the half dozen pre- 
served on files. It is well, then, that 
the scrapbook keeps the cream, the 
gem, the one poem, or sketch, or 
speech, or story that made a certain 
copy of the newspoper sought after and 
valuable for clipping purposes. 


It is a fact that every reading person 


must have noticed, that there is not in 
the world a perfect book of quotations. 
Complete as the work on hand may be, 
it frequently does not contain the line, 
the verse, the "eloquent extract" one 
is looking for. Scrapbooks, old scrap- 
books, are the repositories of these 
things; these poems by unknown au- 
thors; by the poets who wrote but one 
poem each, and never got credit for 
that. These are very often resurrect- 
ed from antique scrapbooks and sent 
on their anonymous round through the 
newspapers, to be again secured in the 
scrapbooks and again for a time for- 
gotten. 


The scrapbook, or rather the keeping 


of it, is an aid to the memory. One 
does not entirely forget that which he 
takes time to cut out of a book or 
newspaper and fasten to the receptive 
page, and perhaps (as he should) record 
in an index. Be retains a portion of 
it, a scrap of the scrap, as it were, In 
his mind, so that in any event he 
knows where to find it. The practice 
of keeping scrapbooks, considered by 
many persons old-fashined, is not the 
less an excellent fashion; preserving to 
us in our youth; keep for another time 
what one day made us smile or weep; 
a biography, a history, a Journal writ- 
ten by a thousand other hands and yet 
our own.—Kansas City Star.

Pike county, I1L, and will be brought 
back. It is charged Hammond, in com- 
pany with John Elli» and Dave Hogan, 
went to the home of the Begener broth- 
ers in Pike county, 111., Aug. 6,1893, and 
tortured the old men by burning them 
with hot irons until they revealed where 
they kept their money. 
They then

the latter for'twenty years. Hammond 
secured the greater bulk of the money 
and eluded the officers, but they kept 
track of him.

He was there work- 
ing in a grocery store under an assumed 
name. Hammond is about 24 years old 
and hi6 parents reside in Hannibal, Mo.
